To  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  statistical  report  for  1944. 

There  have  been  no  outstanding  epidemics  during  the  year. 
The  vital  statistics  compare  favourably  with  the  Country  as  a 
whole.  The  death  rate  of  9.970  per  1,000  population  and  the 
infantile  mortality  rate  of  49.056  per  1,000  live  births  are  satis- 
factory figures  in  comparison  with  other  towns  of  a similar  size, 
the  infantile  mortality  rate  being  slightly  lower  than  49.89  per 
1,000  live  births  reported  for  the  year  1943.  The  birth  rate  for 
the  Urban  District  was  24.025  which  is  high  in  comparison  with 
17.26  for  the  country  as  a whole. 

The  sanitary  defects  in  the  Urban  District  remain  the  same 
as  last  year,  and  should  be  remedied  as  early  as  possible.  There 
are  226  pail  closets,  which  in  my  opinion  are  a nuisance  within 
the  meaning  of  the  Public  Health  Act.  57  of  these  pail  closets 
are  situated  within  reasonable  distance  from  existing  sewers,  but 
it  is  hoped  that  it  will  soon  be  possible  for  the  remaining  169  to 
be  converted  to  the  water  carriage  system. 

The  District  of  Bulkington  leaves  much  to  be  desired  as 
regards  sewage  disposal.  There  are,  in  Bulkington,  300  cesspools, 
23  privy  middens,  and  430  pail  closets.  Owing  to  War  conditions 
it  has  been  impossible  to  carry  out  an  extensive  sewage  disposal 
scheme  for  Bulkington,  but  now  that  hostilities  have  ended  it  is 
hoped  that  this  will  be  given  priority  in  our  post  War  improve- 
ments. 

The  housing  situation  of  the  area  is  still  very  acute,  although 
the  arrival  of  50  factory  made  houses  will  help  to  alleviate  some 
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overcrowding.  It  is  essential,  however,  that  a scheme  for  perman- 
ent houses  should  be  regarded  as  a measure  of  prime  importance. 
The  factory  made  house  has  been  very  much  criticised,  but  those 
who  are  living  in  overcrowded  conditions  will  much  prefer  to  live 
in  a factory  made  house  rather  than  live  in  these  conditions  until 
permanent  houses  can  be  built.  At  the  same  time  it  must  be 
remembered  that  they  are  definitely  temporary  houses,  and  it  is 
essential  that  permanent  houses  are  built  as  soon  as  possible,  so 
that  people  need  not  live  in  the  temporary  houses  any  longer  than 
is  absolutely  necessary. 

The  various  Public  Health  measures  to  which  I referred  in 
my  Annual  Report  of  1943  should  now,  in  my  opinion,  be  put  in 
operation,  and  I strongly  recommend  to  the  Committee  that  an 
Assistant  Sanitary  Inspector  be  appointed. 

I take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my  gratitude  to  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their 
interest  in  the  Public  Health  services  of  the  District,  to  my 
colleagues  in  the  other  Departments— Mr.  Armson  and  Mr. 
Blenkinsop — for  their  co-operation,  and  to  the  members  of  my 
staff — Mr.  Deakin  and  Miss  Leach — for  their  willing  assistance 
in  carrying  out  the  work  of  the  Department.

Tuberculosis. — The  King  Edward  Memorial  Hospital,  Hertford

Maternity. — No  Hospital  is  provided,  but  private  and  urgent  cases 
are  taken  into  the  Coventry  and  Warwickshire  Hospital, 
Coventry,  the  Nuneaton  E.  M.  S.  Hospital,  and  the  Nuneaton 
General  Hospital. 

General. — The  Bedworth  Urban  District  is  served  by  the  Coventry 
and  Warwickshire  Hospital,  Coventry. 

Orthopaedic. — Patients  from  the  Bedworth  Urban  District  can  be 
sent  for  consultation  and  treatment  to  the  Orthopaedic 
Clinic,  “ Dunsmore,”  Holyhead  Road,  Coventry.

Infectious  Diseases.-  Infectious  disease  patients  are  now  removed 
to  hospital  by  ambulances  provided  by  the  Coventry  and 
Nuneaton  Corporation  hospitals.
